TRANSFER REPORTING REQUIREMENTS AND CALENDAR YEARS 2021
AND 2022 REPORT

The purpose of Ordinance 077-22 is to collect data to understand the full scope of the need for both
subacute and general skilled nursing care beds in San Francisco. The Ordinance requires general acute
care hospitals and hospital-based skilled nursing facilities in San Francisco to annually report to the
Department of Public Health the number of patients transferred to a health facility outside of the City
to receive skilled nursing care or subacute care. The ordinance also requires facilities to report the
number of patients who qualify for skilled nursing care or subacute care but are not transferred to a
health facility outside of the City.
